FULL TEXT OF THE PROPOSAL 


Statement by Thomas de Witt Cuyler, 
Chairman of the Association of 
Railway Executives on 
the Situation, 


Following «a meeting in Chicago, 
October 14, 1921, of the presidents of 
nearly all the leading railroads in the 
country, Mr, Thomas de Witt Cuy- 
ler, Chairman of the Association of 
Railway Executives, made the follow- 
ing statement; 

At 8 meeting of the Association of 
Raflway Executives today, it waa de- 
termined by the railroads of the Uni-
